County Police Officer Killed Was 


A Popular Resident of Greenbelt 


Corporal Steven F. Gaughan, 
a Boxwood Village resident, was 
fatally wounded in a shootout 
following a traffic stop on Tues- 
day, June 20 in Laurel. Accord- 
ing to the Prince George’s 
County Police Department, 
Gaughan was assigned to the 
Beltsville District Special Assign- 
ment Team. Around 11 a.m., 
members of the team spotted a 
suspicious vehicle and attempted 
to make a stop. The vehicle 
fled and stopped in the 11700 
block of South Laurel Drive. An 
occupant bailed out from the ve- 
hicle and was pursued on foot. 
Shots were exchanged and both 
Gaughan and the suspect were 
struck. They were both trans- 
ported by helicopter to Prince 
George’s Hospital Center. 

Gaughan suffered wounds to 
his arm and abdomen. County 
Executive Jack Johnson an- 
nounced his death shortly before 
6 p.m. 

“This has been a very sad 
day for Prince George’s County,” 
Johnson said. “He was a won- 
derful police officer. It is a sad 
day for all of us and it is a sad

day for all officers. 
Cpl. Gaughan woke 
up every morning 
and went to work to 
make lives safer for 
everyone. My heart 
is broken.” 

Gaughan was a I5- 
year veteran of the 
police department. 
He leaves behind a 
wife and two children.

Chief James Craze 
paid his respects to the family 
and offered the Greenbelt 
Department’s sympathy and assis- 
tance to the county police. Craze 
said that Gaughan was well 
known to many Greenbelt offic- 
ers who knew him as a resident 
of the neighborhood. Greenbelt 
officers would often stop and 
chat with Gaughan when he was 
out in the yard. On occasion 
they assisted him in tracking 
down his dog when it got loose. 

“We've all lost a good friend 
and fellow officer,’ Craze said.

City-GHI Stakeholder Meeting 
Reviews Home Additions Policy 


At a Council/GHI stake- 
holder worksession on Monday, 
June 13 the Council and Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. Board of Direc- 
tors continued their dialogue on 
complex issues regarding enforce- 
ment of Prince George’s County 
Detailed Site Plan (DSP) require- 
ments for additions to homes 
within the cooperative. They 
also discussed: 

e the city’s new playground 
Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) with Greenbelt homeowner 
associations; 

e the status of another city/ 
GHI MOU dealing with guide- 
lines for GHI units and yards 
within city street right of ways; 
and 

e information regarding a pes- 
ticide/herbicide use policy under 
development by the city’s Recy- 
cling and Environmental Advi- 
sory Committee. 

The stakeholder worksession 
was crowded. The entire newly 
elected GHI Board of Directors 
and Audit Committee, all mem- 
bers of council, the senior staffs 
of both GHI and the city and a 
fair turnout of interested GHI 
members attended the meeting in 
the GHI Board Room. 

Playgrounds 

The first item under discus- 
sion was brief, an update on the 
new MOU covering joint respon- 
sibilities between the city and

Council Supports 
Peters Amendment 


At its regular meeting of 
June 20, the Greenbelt City 
Council unanimously approved 
the city staff recommendation 
to support County Council- 
member Douglas J.J. Peters 
amending legislation as modi- 
fied by city staff. The legisla- 
tion would eliminate the re- 
quirement that a detailed site 
plan would be required for ad- 
ditions that exceed 25 percent 
of the gross floor area of a 
GHI home. 





participating homeowner associa- 
tions for city-maintained play- 
grounds. At the time of the 
meeting, the communities of 
Windsor Green, Greenwood Vil- 
lage and GHI had all signed on 
to the MOU. 

Mayor Judith Davis indicated 
that the originally-proposed 
$60,000 in the city’s Fiscal Year 
2006 budget had been cut to 
$25,000 and the proposed autho- 
rization for an additional parks 
crewman deleted. “This,” she 
said, “will allow improvements 
under the MOU to be undertaken 
for only one or two playgrounds 
during the coming year. Based 
upon the playgrounds’ condi- 


tions, the city’s first effort will be 
in Windsor Green.” 

Letters will be sent to the af- 
fected associations, she pointed 
out, providing final details for 
the new MOU that will enter 
into force at the beginning of 
July. Under the new MOU the 
city will assume responsibility 
for maintenance of all city play- 
grounds in GHI that had previ- 
ously been provided jointly by 
GHI under the old agreement. 

Additions Issue 

Next up was the DSP/addi- 
tions issue, focusing mostly on 
how GHI processes member re- 
quests for permission to construct 
an addition to their cooperative 
units. Several items of informa- 
tion on their program were pro- 
vided to help council and their

Some Wins, Few Losses 
For City in ‘05 Session

Every year the city govern- 
ment of Greenbelt identifies its 
priorities in the State legislature 
and does what it can to support 
some bills and oppose others. 
On May 9, the Greenbelt City 
Council reviewed its “scorecard” 
for this legislative session based 
on a report from Assistant City 
Manager David Moran. 

In a year fraught with conten- 
tious issues such as legalizing 
slot machines, some real gains 
were made, according to Moran. 
He noted that for years the city 
has sought authority to have ap- 
proval of local zoning issues 
delegated to it by the Prince 
George’s County Council. A bill 
approved this year permits 
county councils, at their discre- 
tion, to delegate authority to 
towns to approve “certain de- 
tailed site plans, vacation of right 
of ways, minor changes to ap- 
proved special exceptions and 
certification and revocation and 
revision of non-conforming uses.” 

Moran commented, “While 


not everything the city hoped 
for, this bill is a good step in 
our quest for full planning and 
zoning authority.” He also 
noted that this law requires that 
the county council enact legisla- 
tion to delegate its authority and 
stressed that at present the 
Prince George’s County Council 
is “overwhelmingly opposed to 
the concept.” 

In the council session, Mayor 
Judith Davis singled out Delegate 
Tawanna Gaines for praise of her 
work “driving this bill through.” 

A major city objective was 
simply protecting municipal 
funding sources at a time when 
the impasse between Governor 
Robert Ehrlich and the legisla- 
ture over legalizing slot ma- 
chines raised the specter of seri- 
ous budget cuts. In his presen- 
tation to council State Senator 
Paul Pinsky noted that Prince 
George’s County actually saw its 
State aid increased by 12 percent

Closing lax Office 


Counterproductive 

In the June 9, 2005, issue of 
the News Review an article ap- 
peared outlining the IRS plan to 
close the Taxpayer Assistance 
Center (TAC) in Wheaton. This 
affects Greenbelters in that it is 
the office that serves our area. 

These walk-in offices serve 
seniors, low-income taxpayers 
and minorities as well as speakers 
of other languages who are try- 
ing to comply with their tax re- 
sponsibilities. They will be 
forced to travel farther distances 
in order to get the tax assistance 
they need. Minorities and low- 
income taxpayers, who rely on 
the TACs to help with language 
barriers, the earned-income tax 
credit and general tax preparation 
will see the tax services they rely 





on cut. 

The IRS is also cutting back 
in the number of hours it will be 
offering tax help over the tele- 
phone, apparently to force tax- 
payers to turn to the internet for 
tax help. But many have no ac- 
cess to the internet or are likely 
unfamiliar with the increasingly- 
complex tax code in order to use 
the IRS website to get the help 
they need. 

These cutbacks are going to 
prove to be counterproductive in 
terms of compliance with the tax 
laws, particularly hurting people 
who need the help the most. I 
believe our City of Greenbelt 
should formally protest this clos- 
ing by passing a city resolution 
calling for the Wheaton TAC to 
remain open.

Pesticide/Herbicide 
Alternative Viewpoint 


The issue is? The issue isn’t 
about who is in charge, it’s 
about pesticides. The U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
states: “All pesticides are toxic 
to some degree . . . and most 
pesticides have not been ad- 
equately tested to determine their 
effects on people or the environ- 
ment.” Because the responsibil- 
ity rests with the user to accept 
the risks — not the organization 
or manufacturer or state or li- 
censed application — it’s impor- 
tant to find out about these toxic 
chemicals. The term “pesticide” 
is preferred because an “herbi- 
cide” 1s toxic to more than weeds.

Lightning Awareness 
Offered by PSAC 


Lightning claims more lives 
each year than any _ other 
weather-related event except 
flooding and injures thousands. 
Every thunderstorm produces 
lightning, which can strike as far 
away as 10 miles from the area of 
rainfall. However, several simple 
safety measures can help prevent 
these incidents. 

Avoid showering or using the 
phone (except for emergencies) 
during the storm as water, pipes 
and wiring can conduct lightning. 

If outdoors, seek shelter in a 
nearby building or in a hard- 
topped car or truck. If forced to 
remain outdoors, never stand un- 
der a tree. The tree’s height 
makes it vulnerable to a strike 
that can travel downward through 
the trunk. The safest approach is 
to locate the lowest nearby spot 
and roll up in a ball with your 
feet on the ground. 

If you feel your hair standing 
on end, a lightning strike may 
be imminent. Drop to your 
knees and bend forward. Do not 
lie flat on the ground. 

Most importantly, stay home, 
stay dry and stay safe for a great 
Summer. For more information, 
contact the Greenbelt Public 
Safety Advisory Committee.

tions process. GHI’s best mea- 
sure for additions is covered by 
the corporation’s Addition Main- 
tenance Program (AMP). Some 
474 additions have been covered 
under that program. 

Of these, almost three-quarters 
measured less than 250 sq. ft. 
The remainder ranged from 251 
sq. ft. to slightly larger than 1,000 
sq. ft., with only about 24 units 
having additions greater than 500 
sq. ft. 

Depending upon the size of 
the original unit, many of these 
additions would have been ex- 
empt from the demanding DSP 
requirements in the existing 
county Rural Planned Community 
(RPC) zoning law, even if it had 
been enforced. 

GHI technical staff also pro- 
vided recent statistics om mem- 
ber requests for structural 
changes. In 2004, 233 permits 
were requested, 16 for additions. 
Of these, 12 were approved, 
seven as one-story additions 
and five as two-story additions. 
Thus far in 2005, out of 96 re- 
quests for permits, six were for 
additions from 300 to 1,000 sq. 
ft. How these and future re- 
quests fare may depend on 
whether the proposed legislation 
to alter the DSP requirements is 
enacted later this year by the 
Prince George’s County Council. 

GHI believes that approxi- 
mately 198 member additions are 
not covered by the cooperative’s 
AMP. Maintenance and upkeep 
for this group are the responsibil- 
ity of the member. However, the 
corporation’s current strategy is to 
require that all additions go into 
the AMP. At the time of a unit’s 
resale, any uncovered additions 
would either be brought up to 
standard or removed. 

Standards 

The question for council 
seemed to be: “What standard, 
and how would it be enforced?” 
In response to a question from 


Davis, GHI staff indicated that 
they have about 11 standard draw- 
ings for GHI additions that are 
available for member use. They 
noted, however, that these have 
little utility because they are only 
conceptual drawings and not suit- 
able for submission with a request. 

Other information on the GHI 
process handed out included 
specific sections of the GHI 
Rules and Regulations dealing 
with requests for additions, the 
process for exceptions, the in- 
formational packet provided to 
members to assist them in mak- 
ing a request for any alteration 
to their units and a copy of the 
GHI Plans Review Checklist 
used by GHI staff in their in- 
spections at various phases of 
construction of the alterations. 
(Alterations to a GHI unit could 
also include decks, privacy 
screens, fences, storage sheds, 
antennas and porches.) 

Included in the Member Infor- 
mation Packet is a process sche- 
matic showing various steps in 
the process, the information re- 
quired at each stage and point of 
action on the permit request by 
GHI Technical Services staff. The 
packet also provides information 
on how to deal with private con- 
tractors, a copy of the Prince 
George’s County permit regula- 
tions, specific GHI permit submit- 
tal requirements, a Neighbor Con- 
sent Form and the GHI Request 
Form. 

In all this information, the 
need for a requesting GHI mem- 
bers to consult with and obtain a 
county permit is clear, less so for 
the city-required permit. Davis 
noted that the city’s role should 
be better defined in the GHI infor- 
mational materials. She asked that 
the city planning staff prepare 
guidelines to make the city permit 
and review process clearer. 

Generally GHI materials specify 
the items needed to be included 
in the member request for an ad- 
dition. These include detailed 


drawings and specifications, in- 
cluding a section and elevation 
drawing showing what work is 


- contemplated. A floor plan of the 


unit and proposed addition, a plot 
plan of the unit’s yard (available 
from GHI), height and type of ad- 
dition windows and doors, name 
and license numbers of any con- 
tractors and written consent of all 
adjacent neighbors are also re- 
quired. Additionally engineering 
drawings must be submitted for 
any removal or alteration of any 
interior or exterior wall or struc- 
tural component that may be con- 
templated and for wiring modifica- 
tions planned. A layout sketch 
must show the location of the 
new service, its method of instal- 
lation, materials used and the num- 
bering of new circuits, receptacles, 
lights and switches and appli- 
ances. If plumbing modifications 
are planned, schematic diagrams 
for supply and waste and vent 
plumbing, specifying size and mate- 
rials and locations for all piping are 
also required. The corporation also 
asks for catalog data on all new 
windows, doors, skylights, prefab 
fireplaces and major appliances, as 
well as specifications of all materi- 
als, including lumber types and 
sizes, color of exterior siding and 
type of roofing. 

In addition, the rules outline 
construction specifications for the 
design and placement of the addi- 
tion, foundations, termite treatment 
in the case of new foundations, 
insulation and vapor barriers, heat- 
ing, plumbing, electrical and struc- 
tural elements of the proposed 
addition. 

During the ensuing discussion 
council also learned that a GHI 
member request for an addition 
that met all of GHI’s requirements 
could be approved by the GHI 
Technical Services Office without 
input from either the GHI Archi- 
tecture and Environment (A&E) 
Committee or the board of direc- 
tors. GHI senior staff are involved 
in the review and, if it was felt 


that A&E consultation was 
needed, such discussions would 
take place prior to approval. 
Where member requests either ex- 
ceeded the GHI regulatory require- 
ments or needed an exception 
from the rules, such requests were 
reviewed by the A&E committee 
and required board approval. 

In cases where all GHI require- 
ments were met but a tree might 
be affected by the addition, the 
GHI Technical Staff decided on 
the fate of the tree. Council 
asked if there was an appeal pro- 
cess beyond the GHI Board; the 
answer was yes, the courts. 

In addition to the GHI Board 
members, several GHI members 
took another opportunity to urge 
quick action by council to seek 
appropriate legislation to remove 
the DSP requirement from the 
county law and generally to work 
within Greenbelt to reach a con- 
sensus on the best approaches to 
control and enforce additions in 
the city. 

Although no clear consensus 
developed on the specifics of 
any legislation the city would 
suggest to County Councilmember 
Douglas J.J. Peters, most at the 
meeting asked that council not 
further delay their decision. The 
city council was to have the pro- 
posed legislation on its regular 
council agenda on Monday, June 
20 (see box on page 1). 

Other Issues 

The last two items on the 

stakeholder agenda were mainly 
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updates on activities underway by 
the city and its staff and advisory 
committees that would either affect 
or be of interest to GHI and mem- 
bers. Davis noted that the Recy- 
cling and Environmental Advisory 
Committee was developing guide- 
lines for the use of pesticides in 
the city and that GHI may want to 
participate in the project. 

The city also provided a 
staff report to the GHI board on 
the topic of suggested guide- 
lines for situations where GHI 
units and yards overlap with the 
city’s dedicated street rights of 
way. The guidelines would help 
address issues arising from the 
report, being prepared by a GHI 
subcommittee, on GHI yard and 
unit lot lines. 

These overlap situations have 
come from the transition of 
Greenbelt from a government- 
owned housing project to a coop- 
erative housing corporation in the 
mid-1950s. In the past, overlap 
issues have been addressed with 
entry agreements or other informal 
agreements that specify rights and 
responsibilities regarding repair or 
replacement of yard improvements 
that were within the city night of 
way. 

The new draft will try to for- 
malize how these situations will 
be handled in the future. Davis 
asked that the GHI board review 
the draft guidelines and provide 
any comments or suggestions to 
city staff before a future council 
meeting.

Incident Report 
From May 28 to June 10 the 
GVFD&RS responded to a total of 
69 engine and 76 ambulance 
calls. Included were 17 reports of 
smoke or fire, two gas leaks, 32 
motor vehicle accidents and 53 
medical calls. 
Branchville Fire 
Around 9:15 p.m. on June 7 
Greenbelt was alerted to respond 
to a possible house fire in 
Branchville on 49th Place. 
Branchville’s engine arrived and 
reported heavy smoke coming 
from the attic of a two-story 
home. Greenbelt’s Engine 351 
arrived and took a position to the 
rear of the house. The crew ini- 
tially took a hose line up a lad- 
der to gain access to the fire from 
the outside while crews from 
Branchville and Berwyn Heights 
fought the fire from the interior. 
Later the crew from Engine 351 
assisted with the effort in the at- 
tic to completely extinguish the 
fire. The Greenbelt crew was on 
the scene for more than an hour. 
Trapped Driver 
Just after 5 a.m. on Saturday, 
June 11 the station crew was 
awakened to the report of a car 
that had crashed into the rear of 
an 18-wheeler on the Beltway. 
Initial reports indicated the sedan 
was on fire, although this later 
proved to be untrue. Greenbelt’s 
Engine 351 and Ambulance 359, 
along with units from Branchville 
and Berwyn Heights, responded 
to the inner loop just south of 
Kenilworth Avenue. They found 
a car with its front left corner un- 
der the rear of a parked 18- 
wheeler. The driver of the car 
was trapped but the passenger 
was able to extricate himself. 
The rescue squad from Berwyn 
Heights worked to extricate the 
driver, while a member of 
Greenbelt’s engine crew was in- 
side the car assisting with patient 
stabilization. Greenbelt’s ambu- 


lance transported the passenger 
who had non-life threatening in- 
juries to an area _ hospital. 
Branchville’s ambulance, along 
with paramedics from College Park, 
transported the driver to an area 
trauma center after he was extri- 
cated. The driver of the 18- 
wheeler was not injured. 
SHL Fire 

On June 13 at approximately 
1:40 p.m., Greenbelt was alerted 
to respond to 6217 Springhill 
Court for a possible apartment 
fire. Engine 352 and Chief 35B 
responded on the first alarm 
along with units from Berwyn 
Heights, Branchville, Beltsville, 
Bladensburg, College Park and 
Riverdale. Before units arrived 
they were informed that the 
Greenbelt police were on the 
scene reporting fire visible from 
the third floor. 

Upon arrival, Greenbelt was 
assigned to operate on the third 
floor. Chief 35B was given 
command of operations on the 
third floor while the engine crew 
advanced a 400-plus-foot hose 
line to fight the fire there. 

The fire eventually went to 
three alarms, due to the size of 
the fire and the 90-plus-degree 
weather, bringing 85 fire and 
medical personnel to the scene. 
The fire started in a terrace-level 
apartment and spread to the roof, 
eventually extending to the roof 
of an adjacent building. The 
bulk of the fire was extinguished 
within an hour and the Greenbelt 
crew remained on scene to assist 
with overhaul until early evening. 

One firefighter was transported 
to an area hospital with extreme 
heat exhaustion, while several 
others were treated on the scene 
for the same. 

The cause of the fire has ini- 
tially been determined to be im- 
properly discarded smoking mate- 
rials. Damage is estimated at 1 
million dollars.

“It’s a sad day for the law en- 
forcement community. When 
something like this happens, 
there is no distinguishing be- 
tween the ranks, especially in 
this case where we felt he was 
one of our own.” 

Greenbelt Police Lt. Thomas 
Kemp also visited the family 
home. He met Chief High and 
County Executive Johnson there 
and extended the city depart- 
ment’s support to them. He said 
that the city had assigned a car to 
the home to help county police 
secure it from unwanted visitors. 
The city helped provide an escort 
to the family from the hospital 
and is assisting in hotel arrange- 
ments for out-of-town family 
members attending the services. 
They have also offered to make 
food runs from local restaurants. 
The Greenbelt flags have been 
lowered to half-staff in honor of 
Gaughan. The county police, 
however, have principal responsi- 
bility for handling the arrange- 
ments for caring for the family 
and arranging for the services. 

Kemp works with Gaughan’s 
wife Donna at Prince George’s 
Community College where they 
both teach. She is an associate 
professor in criminal justice and a 
former county police officer. 

Vigil 

A vigil was held at Greenbelt 
Baptist Church on Tuesday evening 
with Dr. Mark Johnson, the pastor 
officiating. Among the forty or so 
persons attending were Chief High, 
County Executive Johnson and 
Sheriff Michael Jackson. 

Dr. Johnson said that Gaughan 
and his wife had joined the church 
last fall and had become active 


members. Gaughan was the 
church’s coordinator for the Safe 
Haven program, which provides 
shelter to homeless men and had 
provided shelter during the Super 
Bowl. He also helped with 
children’s church and was willing to 
fill in wherever needed. “[Gaughan] 
had an infectious smile, was enthu- 
siastic and full of life and will be 
sorely missed,” Johnson said. 
A Good Neighbor 

Neighbors Cindy Comproni and 
Anne Swank spoke highly of 
Gaughan. Swank, who lives 
alone, said he often helped her 
about the house, cutting the lawn 
or shoveling snow or keeping 
watch when she was out of town. 
“He was like a son,” she said. 
“Just a phenomenal guy. A 
people person. So much energy.” 

Gaughan was a Miami Dol- 
phin fan, according to Swank. 
He enjoyed sports and would of- 
ten have friends over to watch 
games. He also played ball in 
men’s leagues and was active with 
his children in youth baseball ac- 
tivities. 

Gaughan was the father of two 
adopted Russian children, accord- 
ing to Comproni. He would often 
be seen taking his children places 
and when at home, they were al- 
ways close to him, Swank said. 
Comproni also noted that he was 
very good with his children. 

Comproni said that the county 
had returned his police cruiser to 
his home where it is parked and 
draped in black. “[His death] is 
very upsetting to the neighbors,” 
she said. “He was a very good 
neighbor. He helped everybody 
out and was very considerate of 
all. Of all people, it’s so very sad 
to lose Steve.”

this year, largely due to rising 
State aid to public schools. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts praised Pinsky and the 
whole Greenbelt area delegation 
for “doing a great job this year.” 
Davis particularly noted the work 
of Delegates Gaines and Pauline 
Menes in restoring funding for 
Greenbelt CARES to the budget. 

The city council formally sup- 
ported 12 bills this year, of 
which five passed. In addition to 
the legislation allowing more lo- 
cal zoning authority, the city also 
backed successful bills which 
closed county liquor stores at 
midnight rather than the current 2 
a.m., set up special taxing dis- 
tricts for police and fire protec- 
tion, created pre-delinquency di- 
version services in youth service 
bureaus and protected State lands 
from being sold by executive au- 
thority only. 

The city opposed a bill which 
would have required certain alarm 
systems for hearing impaired 
apartment and condominium resi- 
dents. This bill was modified to 
create a task force instead to 
study this issue. The other bill 
the city opposed would have in- 
creased the debt limit for build- 
ing the Inter-County Connector 
(ICC). This bill passed and was 
signed by the governor. 

Overall, Greenbelt was fairly 
successful in its efforts to influence 
legislation this year. While this 
work does take much staff time 
and effort, as Moran pointed out 
in his report, “it results in tangible 
benefits to the community.”
